1 . Acknowledgement is made of cancellation of claims 1 -4, 7, 9, and 1 2 as well as 
addition of new claims 15-18. Claim 10 was previously withdrawn from 
examination as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 5 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claim 10, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 10/16/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of 
the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised

A method of detecting HIV, comprising reacting the antibody or fragment 
thereof according to claim 5, or the humanized antibody or human 
antibody or fragment thereof according to claim 6, with the gp120 
glycoprotein of HIV. 

14. An HIV detection kit comprising at least one selected from the group 
consisting of the antibody or fragment thereof according to claim 5, and 
the humanized antibody or human antibody, or fragment thereof according 
to claim 6.
